arrest.

he turned and, drawing a knife, stabbed 
Albert D. Champagne, one of his pur- 
suers. 


Prior to the opening of the case Law- 


yer Murphy made a motion that the wit- 
nesses "be separated so that they would 
not have an opportunity to hear what 
the others said. The court complied with

Senator Foelker Left His Sick 


Bed and Went to Albany to 
Vote for the Measure — The

Bills Were Passed by Vote of 
26 to 25 


ALBANY, N. Y., June 11.—A legls 


lative battle, which for dramatic inter- 
est, intensity of 
public feeling and 


.desperate earnestness on 
both 


has not been equalled in many years 
if ever in this state, came to an end 
In the legislature this afternoon when 
the heroism of 
Senator 
Foelker 
of 


Brooklyn saved the day as he cast Iho 
^ote which practically placed upon the 
statute books the two famous Agnew- 
Hart bills repealing the legal discrimi- 
nation which for 13 years has pro- 
tected public gambling within the race 
track enclosures while It was a felony 
elsewhere in the state. The vote was 
26 to 25, the bills receiving exactly the 
majority required by ttie constitution 
not one to spare. 


The lineup was In general the same 
.as that in the regular session on the 
memorable eighth, of April when the 
bills failed of passage by a tie vote, 25 
to 25, but since then Senator Wallace 
of Niagara Falls has heen elected to 
the seat then vacant by reason of the 
death of Senator Franchot, and 
his 


vote made the necessary 26th. 


FCELKBU TO VOTE. 


Arrangements were complete this fore- 


noon to bring Senator Foelker to lao 
capltol. A wheel chair was ready at tite 
door and a rubber tired carriage at the 
bouse, waiting to bring the senator over 
the quarter mile of granite paved street 
between Mrs. Baupre's 
house, where 


he is staying, and tho big white building. 


Senator Agnew and Assemblyman Hart, 


introducers of the anti-gambling bills to 
i\ote tor which Senator Foelker made Ills 
dramatic journey, had charge of tho ar- 
rangements and were early on hand lo 
"watch the operation. 
They made no se- 


cret oE the fact that while surface Indl- 
tcations now favored tbe passage of tho 


bills they would be vigilant in expecta- 
tion of. some unexpected tactics on the 
part of the opposition lead by minority 
leader Grady and Senator McCarron.
